Regret

THE DYING l'RKM IKK. 

London, May 30.— The hourly expect oil 
death of Sir John Maedonald is a great 
shock to the Government, ami tho news bus 
been received with much regret by every 
body, for all admired the sturdy Scotch 
loyalty of the man, and tho powerful chur 
acteristics which enabled him to consolidate 
the uucongenial elements that go to make 
up the Dominion. Ho was Midland's best 
friend in Cantula, as men .of Scottish High 
land blood have been everywhere, strangely 
enough, when one remembers ivhat followed 
Culloden. His first and con'rolling senti- 
ment was loyalty, and even the London 
Timci could hardly express a metaphorical 
simile nt the frankne-s and thorough earn- 
estness of Sir John's devotion to the 
Mother Land, und his Elizabethan ideas of 
what constituted treason. Interest in Sir 
John was shown on Friday, ijlien more at- 
tention was paid in tho House of Commons 
to the news of his condition than to the 
pending debate. Men of both parties look 
on him as the only strong connecting 
link beween England and her Canadian 
colonies. Tho Queen telegraphed from 
Balmoral on Friday for news of Sir John, 
and Lord Salisbury was kept informed by 
frequent cables. The general expression is 
that no man in Canada can take his place, 
or command the respect and confidence 
which he did among the discoidant faction! 
of British North America. 

THE BACCARAT Tit I AT.. 

The baccarat trial, beginning on Monday, 
is the absorbing Bubject of Bocial gossip in 
London. Tho fight will be in earnest. 
Both Sir Win. Gordon dimming and Mrs. 
Arthur Wilson and their friends are 
resolute in following the affair up to its end 
in the hands of justice. The dispute has 
divided London society for months past. 
Sir William has influential adherents and 
so have the WilBons, and many a reception 
and tea have been marred by the unintended 
meeting of the parties interested on oither 
side. Invitations have had to be carefully 
revised with the object of keeping the rival 
camps apart, and in some insunces goe'ety 
folks, without much prejudice either 
way, and desirous of retaining all 
their friends have had a Wilson party one 
wo. k and a Cummings gathering the next. 
Sir Wildam must have a lurgo number of 
believers in his innocence, for he lias been 
almost lionized at some of the choice gath- 
erings of the season. There is a general 
impression thut a woman's jealousy of 
William's attentions to another women, 
both women being married, is at the bot- 
tom of the affair, and everybody is anxious 
to see whether the facts will come out. 
Certain it is, that not until Sir William had 
shown marked attention to a lady, whose 
name has been frequently mentioned la9t 
winter, did the scandal about his cheating 
at cat ds begin to be whispered abroad. 
The general belief is that the Prince of 
Wales will not be called as a witness, but 
that his deposition out of court will be ac- 
cepted, if his testimony is required at all. 
The Prince is liable, like any other subject, 
to a legal summons; but the respect for his 
station is very strong, and nowhere 
stronger than among the middle cla>s, 
from whom English jurymen ate selacted. 
Sir Wm. Gordon-Ciimmings would there- 
fore only injure bin case by insisting upon 
any course bum] iating to the Prince of 
Wales, and Sir William has displayed too 
much shrewdness since the controversy 
arose to be likely tn b under. 

HUSSIA FORTIFYING HER FRONTIERS. 

The strong leaning of Kin^ Oscar and the 
Suedes to Germany has evidently caused 
apprehension at St. Petersburg that Sweden 
might ba led to L.ke pa t m a war against 
Russia. As. a precautionary measure 
against an cuddly from that direction, and 
also against a German or other hostile 
fleet a great fort i ess is to be bu It on the 
north coast of Finland. It is also proposed 
to Ru-sianize the Finnish army by transfer- 
ring detachments of the tionps to Russia 
and keeping them there until they have 
become acquainted with the Russian lan- 
guage and drill so as to be able 
to co-operato as part of a Russian 
army. Advices from Finland state that the 
Ru-tsians have good cause for uppi eh -unions, 
as the sentiment of the people is very un- 
friendly to the Czar and his Government, 
and there is little doubt that in the Case of 
a German and Swedish invasion there would 
be a general uprising against Rti-sia. 
Russia also seems to be taking 
keen interest in tho increased tension 
at present existing between Sweden 
and Not way, It is remembered that 
Russia lias long had her eyes on the terri- 
tory lying beyond her Northwestern fron- 
tier as needed to give her un outlet to the 
Atlantic ocean. Her fixed purpose of cx- 
tension in that diroctjon, so favored by the 
antagonism between Sweden anil Norway, 
has been only overshadowed by the grander 
schemes of expansion in the Balkans and the 
E-st. The relations between the 
Scandinavian States, Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark, and Finland, their sym- 
pathies and their animosities may 
soon occupy a similar place in the general 
Kurnp-un politics to that which their 
Southern sir ters of the -Balkans have loud 
enjoyed. The Scandinavian States united 
would not make more than ono formidable 
power, but they aro divided by mutual pre- 
Indices as bitter as those of tho Germans 
and French. 

AN ABYSSINIAN EXPEDITION. 

Tho expedition with which Lieut. Miisch- 
koff, of Russia, is on his way to Abyssinia 
is competed of nine persons. Among its 
members is a botanist, a zoo'ogist, a 
tnineroralogist, an entomologist, an ortho- 
dox pi iest and some ollicers, all of whom 
wear the Russian uniform. M. Musolikoff 
is the hearer of an autograph letter from 
tho Czar und of presents lor tho negroes, 
and the cost und material* are supplisd by 



the Russian ministries of war and of 
foreign affnira. Egypt has promised! pro- 
teotiou to tho expedition in its passage 
through Egyptian territory. 

THK OZAR AT MOSCOW. 

The Czar did not go to Moscow, on Tus.i- 
day, according to tho official programme. 
If ho had, pet haps, use might have been 
found for the two boxes of dynamite Btnug> 
gled in with the exhibits for the French ex- 
hibition in Moscow. Tho Cz ir's object was- 
not so much to see tho French exhibition 
as to lay the foundation for tho monument 
for his father in the Kremlin. 
During his stay be is occupying 
tho great palace built by the- first Alex in- 
dor ufter Moscow had been self-destroyed to 
get rid of the French invaders. A journey 
ot the Czur is the next thing to a war in its 
d maud for tho exertion of the military 
army. It only has had a parallel lately 
in tho last journey of tho dead Grand -Duke 
Nicholas to (lie- mausoleum at St. Peters- 
burg, when i 00. 000 troops had to attend 
along the various railway stations and 
suluto the funeral train. Before the Czar 
started, the railway bed from St. Peters- 
burg to Moscow was carefully examined for 
dynamite, and peasants living near tho line 
were oi dered to move at least one mile away, 
their houses meantime being occupied 
by troops. The reception in Moscow was 
eminently Russian. The night before the 
police made a vast niuiibor ot domiciliary 
visits, and rushed ir.to prison everybody 
whom they beloved to lie in any degree 
malcontent. Jew* were an exception. They 
were not arrested, but were ordered to keep 
in doors, it being assumed that any viola- 
tion of the order would be betrayed by 
their physical characteristics. Thousands of 
constables vi ere distributed t hrough the city in 
plain dress, and theneled theso-called applause 
as their majesties rode through the streets. 
Every house owner had been directed to 
hang out flags, so that Moscow presented a 
gala appearance, in marked contrast to the 
tragedy that has been performed daily in its 
thoroughfares, for some time past. The 
crowd was kept back at a respectful dis- 
tance from the centre of the streets, and big 
horsemen on big horaes rode on each side of 
the Imperial carriage. The narrow streets, 
with which Moscow abounds, were carefully 
avoided, and, altogether, it would havo 
been difficult for any one to throw a bomb, 
with much chance of doing execution. 

RUSSIA AND Q MRMANT. 

Trouble is reported on the frontier be- 
tween Russt* und Germany, owing to un- 
expected severity on the part of the 
Russian officials. Flour and corn being 
much cheaper in Russia, Germans living 
near the frontier havo been in the habit 
of crossing and buying the small quantities 
thut go free of duty in the Russian towns. 
Un several occasions recently the Russian 
officers have stopped these persons, and 
insisted on searching them. This has 
given rise to such bitter feeling among 
the Germans that tho traffic has almost 
ceased. 

THE JEWISH REFUGEES. 

The scenes of sadness among the Jewish 
refugees from Russia have made the deepest 
impression in Germany, and done much to 
inflame public opinion against tho methods 
of Russian despotism. For tho time all 
prejudice against the Hebrews Becms 
to be forgotten in sympathy for their suf- 
ferings, the condition of many of 
ho exiles calling for prompt atten- 
tion to save their lives. It appears 
that when first the miserable mob 
of refugees reached the frontier of Posen, on 
the Russian side, they were suddenly sur- 
rounded and halted by a troop of Cossacks, 
who proceeded to strip them of everything 
of value, to maltreat the men and ii.suit the 
women. They were compelled to camp for 
the night in order, it was said, that their 
passports might be examined. To placate 
their persecutors, tho Jews hastily gaihered 
all the money that remained and presented 
it to the Cossack commander. Being con- 
vinced that it was all they had, he told 
them they could go over into Germany in 
tho morning. Having neither food, nor 
money to buy any, the poor wretches lay on 
the ground all night watting for the dawn. 
In the morning three women were found 
dead. One of them was a mother, and on 
her breast an infunt crawled vainly seeking 
for nourishment. The survivors tottered 
away, carrying with them as host they 
could the sick and the dead. Tin 
German authorities and peasantry had 
prepared to repulse them , but 
all was changed on seing their pit.ful con- 
dition. They were hospitub'y received and 
every succor rendered, p'-ople even giving 
up their dwellings for the use of the infirm, 
It is not the intention that the refugees 
.-hall remain in Germany any longer than a 
humane consideration for their necessities 
demands. On the other hand, there is a 
Strong and growing aversion to their settle- 
ment in England. It is believed that the 
problem of what to do with them will bo 
solved in a manner that will promote their 
best interests without injuring others. 

THE NORTH BUCKINtlllAMSIIIKE ELECTION. 

The outcome of tho North Buckingham- 
shire eleciion bus greatly intensified iho do- 
p ossion caused in Conservative circles by 
tho result of other by-e'eel ions. To judge 
from the current talk ut the Conservative 
clubs, it might be supposed that the party 
bad lost a general eleciion, or, at all 
events, that the Government had sustained a 
deasive parliamentary defeat. This is not 
surprising, when it is borne in mind that 
the belief in a strung Conservative re-ac- 
tion has been for weeks past an article of 
faith in ministerial circles, and that the re- 
sult of 1 he earlier elections gave some sort 
of justification to the theory. The expec- 
tation that fi eo education would prove un 
enormous bribe in the case of the agiioul- 
tural laborer was universal on tho Conser- 
vative benches, even among those members, 
who were most hostile to the new depar- 
ture. In regard to North Buckingham: 
shire, tho local party munagois seem to 
havo been as absurdly ovtr-sangtnno as 
they were in the Newmarket division. Tho 
reports which reached Conservative head 
quarters right up to tho day of polling seem 
to have given the idea that tho election of 
til- Conservative candidate by a small but 
sufficient majority was assured. Naturally 
enough tho Conservative managers 
in London are now asking them- 
selves as the repnrts from tho 
localities which luivo beon tested have 
been misleading, whether they can rely on 
the sanguine st ituments of local agents in 
other parts of the country, and whothor the 
Conservative reaction, tho existence of 
which in theory h is so nearly brought about 
a general election, is not ultogothor a fig- 
ment. The main result of the disappoint- 
ment of tho Ministerialati 1ms been' to bring 
io the foro the old Tory element, which is

Ottawa, May 30. — Tho Cabinet Council 
sat till 3 o'e-lock, when the Ministers pro- 
ceeded to E inisclifi'e. Just what was done 
at the meeting has not transpired, but a 
grave crisis in Ministerial affairs was un- 
doubtedly under consideration. 

Tho Queen cabled this afternoon, inquir- 
ing about the Premier's condition. 

(From our own Correspondent ) 
Ottawa, May 30. — The thoughts ot 
citizens of every rank and class were turned 
towards EarnsclifTe to-day, where Canada's 
greatest statesman is lying on his death bed. 
' How is Sir John V" has been on every 
body's lips. Tho bulletins issued from time 
to time wero eagerly scanned, and every 
possible scrap of information as to the pro- 
gress of tho great chieftain was eagerly 
sought. A constant stream of v.sitors 
found their way to tho residence und left 
their cards. The Governor-General called 
twice this morning and left word. A mos- 
sue,o of condnlence and sympathy has been 
received from Her Majesty, with enquiries 
relative to Sir John's condition. Shortly 
before noon an Associated Press message 
was sent away that the Premier was dead, 
which caused hundreds of telegrams 
to bo sent here inquiring if the news was 
true. Urs. Wright, Grant and Powell held 
u consultation, this morning, and tijaiu this 
afternoon, but could dolittlo for the Pre- 
mier. Ho remained conscious all day, but 
speechless. Tho only nourishment given 
him to day was a little whiskey and milk. 

Dominion Policeman Stewart, an ox- 
guardsman, ft. «in. in height, on duty 
outside Sir John's room, was called in ut 
different times to chmgo the aged states- 
man's position, thereby affording him tho 
telief, which he acknowledged by tt -grateful 
grasp of the hand. The pirulysis showed 
no sign of improvement, and the doctors 
hold out littlo hope. At 0:30, tho Colon- 
ist correspondent was informed his condi- 
tion was uuL'htnged. Tho Premier may 
live through the night, hut it is d iublfiil, 

There is naturally considerable specula- 
tion indulged in ub to tho composition of the 
Ministry after tho Premier's death. The

Conservatives. Of course, in the matter of 
" sending for " any one to -form a- ministry, 
it must always be remembered that theGov- 
ernor-General acts on his own responsibility. 
As Dr. Bourinot, clerk of the Houso of-Cdm- 
mons, said to tho Colonist correspondent, 
to-day, that is the ono act in which the 
Opposition cannot say the Governor-Gen- 
eral is a mere figurehead, us he has the 
undoubted right to exercise his prerogative 
in the matter. Being deprived of the chief 
adviser, he can send for whom- he pleases- 
to advise him. Of course it becomes incum- 
bent on that udviscr to obtain the support 
of Parliament, but His Excellency is no* 
bound by either law or precedont to send 
for any particular person. Dr, Bourinot in- 
forms me that the death of the First Minis- 
ter does not mean, as is generally supposed,, 
the death of the entire Cabinet. The- only 
precedent in Canada is the case of 
Sir E. P. Tache, who died on the 
30th July, 1865, while Promier. 
A coalition government was formed 
to carry out confederation. On that 
occasion, Lord Monck, who was- the 
Governor-General, sent for Sir John Mac- 
donald, then Attorney-General for Upper ■ 
Canada, to form u ministry. George 
Brown, then in the ministry, and Hon.. W. 
H. Rowland objected to serve under John 
A. ( und a compromise was effected by the 
selection of Sir Narcisso Bellcau, who took 
the presidency of the council and the seat 
in the legislative council, of which 
he became leader, held by Sir 
E. P. Tache. There was no- 
dissolution or reconstruction of the cabinet 
and no resignation of any of the ministers. 

There has been talk to duy that the House 
will be asked to vote a lump sum for the 
purpose of carrying on the business of the 
country, but it is not likely this will bo 
asked, and it is almost certain that the 
Opposition will refuse if asked. This is 
what is called votes on account, common in 
England; but here the circumstances are 
different. There will be a re- 
construction. That may bo con- 
sidered certain, and it may take place 
immediately, or at all everts immediately 
after prorogation. Leading Conservatives 
Bay that Haggart and Carling will both go 
and Messrs. Kirkpatrick and Clarke Wal- 
lace are spoken of us their probable succes- 
sors. There will be another vacancy from 
Onturio by Sir John's death, and among the 
names mentioned for that is Peter White, 
tho present Speaker, a mo it likely man. In 
Quebec both Caron und L ingo vin will, it 
is said, be retired, and Lieutenant-Governor 
Angers and ex-Speaker Ouhnet are spoken 
of as their most probable sue .-cssors. In 
tho caso of Hon. Mr. Angers entering the 
ministry, Sir Hector Langevin is looked 
upon as the next licut. -governor, provided 
he can clear himself of the Tnrte charges. 

Tho Governor-General wont to Earns- 
cliffo at 10:30, this evening, and remained 
an hour, until the medical consultation was 
over. The bulletins state: "Sir John's 
general condition is lower, which means tho 
great leader is dying. He is not expected 
to live the night out. " 

At 1:30 aim,— There is very little change. 
Sir John is sinking slowly.

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LAYING THE CORNER STONE. 



Ceremonies at St. Paul's Presbyter- 
iau Church, Victoria West, 
Yesterday Afternoon. 



Inauguration of Another Temple De- 
voted to Christian Worship— An 
Interesting: Occasion. 

The corner atone of St. Paul's Presby- 
terian church, Victoria West, was laid, yes- 
terday afternoon, in the presence of a largo 
gathering of ludics and gentlemen, with ap- 
propriate and interesting ceremonies. 

The new church occupies a most beauti- 
ful and commanding situation, on the crest 
of one of the highest summits of the west 
side. From the site a grand view of the 
Straits of Fuca and the peaks of the Olym- 
pians is obtained, and the heat of the sum- 
mer's sun is cooled by the delightful sea 
breeze. A more charming or desirable loca- 
tion could not well be found, and Rev. Mr. 
McRae and tho committee to whom was 
left its selection received deserved compli- 
ments upon their foresight and wisdom. 

Shortly after 2:30 o'clock the ceremonies 
were opened by tho pastor of the church, 
Rev. D. McRae, reading the 100th psalm : 
"All people that on earth do dwell sing to 
the Lord with joyful voice," which was 
sung by those present. Rev. Dr. Campbell, 
of Collingwood, Ont., then read from the 
Scriptures, uftcr which Rev. Mr. 
McRae called Hon. John Robson 
to the frout and presented him with the 
trowel with which ho was to lay the impor- 
tant foundation stone of the Hacred edifice. 
The trowel was of solid silver, beautifully 
chased and engraved. In handing it to 
Hon. Mr. Robson, Mr. McRae said: "In 
behalf of the trustees of this church, I take 
great satisfaction in presenting to you this 
trowel for use in this ceremony, and to be 
retained by you as a memento of this im- 
pressing and interesting occasion." 

The trowel on one side bore a monogram 
of Mr. Robson's initials, and on the other 
the following inscription: "Presented to 
Hon. John Robson on the occasion of 
his laying the corner stone of St. Paul's 
Presbyterian church, Victoria, May 30th , 
1891." 

TUB STONE IN TOSITION. 

Hon. John Robson took the trowel with- 
out remark, and stepping to the stone with 
Rev. Mr. McRae, copies of tho Colonist 
and Times, and of the three church pupers 
were deposited in the receptacle. The atone 
was then shifted intopoaitiou by the masons, 
Hon. Mr. Robson spread the mortar with 
his silver trowel, and the huge 
block was dropped into position. Mr. Rob- 
son then declared the stone to be truly laid, 
and addressed tho audience. He announced 
his pleasure ut having enjoyed the honor of 
being present and officiating in laying the 
corner stone of one of God's temples. Rev. 
McRae announced that tho congregation 
had decided to call the new chinch St. 
Paul's Presbyterian Church of Victoria, 
after which Rev. Mr. McLeod invoked tho 
Divine blessing. A short historical sketch 
of the congregation and its growth ; the 
raising of funds and the purchase of the 
ground and the subsequent efforts to secure 
sufficient to secure "the erection of the 
church, was briefly outlined by Pastor Mc- 
Rae. Right Rev. Bishop Cridge, Rev. Dr. 
Campbell of Collingwood, Rev. P. McLeod, 
Rev. Coverdale Watson, Rev. Mr. Ru'gg, 
and Rev. Mr. BurberofSt. Saviour's church, 
made short addresses, congratulating tho 
congregation of the new church on the 
auspicious success they had gained, and feli- 
citating Rev. Mr. McRae. The rev- 
erend speakers also praised in the highest 
terms the indefatigable efforts that Mr. Mc- 
Rae had made during the past year to secure 
a church building. 

The Bervices closed with the doxology, 
and the benediction was pronounced by 
Bishop Cridge.

DESCRIPTION OF TUB CHURCH. 

The design of the building is of the 
Gothic, or thirteenth century style of 
architecture. Its dimensions are 39 by 57 
feet, consisting of naves and aisles. The 
cleristry is supported by trusses from end 
to end. The front of the church faces on 
Henry street, and is entered through a 
vestibule. The school and vestry room will 
bo added later. The interior is finished in 
stucco, and the roof is of natural wood. At 
the uorthweat corner an imposing tower 
rises, in which the bell will be located. 

It was not the intention to erect the 
tower at present, us tho trustees did not feel 
like incurring the debt, not having sufficient 
funds for the purpose, but through the gen- 
erosity of some kind friend present, who 
was too modest to allow anyone but Rev. 
Mr. McRae to know his name, it will be 
built. When the unknown good Samaritan 
found out that the tower was to be left off, 
he declared to the pastor that it would spoil 
the appearance of the church, and told him 
to have it constructed and he would assume 
the additional expense. 

Before the congregation dispersed a col- 
lection was taken up and a handsome sum 
in cash, checks andl.O.U.'s, was realized. 

The church, when completed, exclusive 
of the ground on which it stands and the 
school-room, to bo added later, will cost 
§4,000. The ground cost §500. The general 
appearance of tho church, when finished, will 
be very handsome. It will have a seating 
capacity of 250. Mr. Cornelius J. Soide is 
the architect.

Particulars of the Kecent Railway 
Accident Hear Revelstoke— Two 
Hen Killed- 



The Water in the Kiver Rising: . Ra- 
pidly and Damage to Pro- 
perty Feared. 



(Correepondonco of Tin! Colonist). 

A horrible railway accident occurred; on 
Wednesday morning lust, within a few 
miles of Rovclstokc. At 7:16 the previous 
evening, a freight train of 21 ears left Kain- 
loo[>3 under charge of Conductor Macdon- 
ikld. The crew was composed of Engine 
Driver A S. Morse, Fireman T. Irwiu, 
Brake-mon T. B. Tcnuy, J. Jamieson and 
Wm, Carter. There were olso on board 
Mr. F. McCarthy, of Revelstoke, who was 
lakinir down two cars of cattle, and Mr. 
John Hay, Douglas, Man, who was in 
charge of a car of hoises, including a valu- 
able sire. As soon as the train rounded the 
curve leading to a wooden bridge, about 00 
feet span, some smoke was observable, hut as 
there have recently been brush fires in that 
sectiou of the country no particular atten- 
tion was attracted. A few seconds later, 
however, and the engine and tender crashed 
throimh the timbers, and six of the cars, 
including those containing the live stock, 
were a muss of debris. The fireman was 
killed instantly ; Tenny soseriou-ly bruised 
and scalded that be died the following day, 
while Jamieson lies in a most precarious 
condition in the Royal Inland hospit- 
al. He sustained a compound frac- 
ture of the thigh, besides several 
wounds inflicted by the tortured and in- 
furiated beasts. The engine driver escaped 
with a broken leg and a scalding. The 
conductor, Carter, Hay and McCarthy es> 
caped unhurt, they being in the caboose at 
the rear of the train. A specul was at once 
started from Kamloops for the scene of the 
accident, with Dr. Tunstiill and u relief 
gung on board. The injured men were 
•Jjrought here and the two survivors are do- 
ing well. The cause of the accident was 
the burning of the timbers of the bridge. 
Tenny was a married man, and leaves a wifo 
and infant child. 

A lad named John Connor, for the larceny 
of a watch, was on Tuesday sentenced to 
two years' imprisonment by J udge Spinks. 
The watch was stolen from the C. P. R. 
boarding house. 

The Queen's birthday was observed here 
a» a general holiday. Several picnic parties 
were organized for the occasion, but there 
was no public demonstration in the way of 
the usual spo. ts. 

The Royal Inland Hospital is at present 
undergoing repiirs. The upper rooms are 
being freshly plastered, and not being suit- 
able for patients the other apartments are 
crowded. 

Mr. J. H. Jones, postmaster, who is 
rapidly recovering from his recent illness, 
has been appointed Inland Revenue officer 
here, vice Mr. F Hussey, who is going to 
Victoria as superintendent of police. 

Mr. T. H. Patterson, accountant, Bank 
of British Columbia here, is under orders 
to join the Victoria staff, and his many 
friendB in Kamloops regret his departure. 

At the wcokly meeting of the Kamloops 
lodge I.O.G.T., on Thursday evening, a 
vote of condolence was passed to Chief 
^Templar Savage, on the death of his son. 
/*»The Indians on the reservation are pro- 
I paring for a. great reception and religious 
ceremony to be held next week, on the 
•ccusion of the consecration by the R. 0. 
Bishop of their chapel. It is cxpecti d some 
thousand Indians from the itilund tribes 
will be present at the proceedings, which 
will last for four days. 

The water in the river continues to rise 
rapidly and flood the banks. Some dam- 
age is anticipated should the stream con- 
tinue to swell. 

A large herd of cattle wero shipped here 
on Tuesduy, for the coast, all in splendid 
condition. Some of the animals were 
from Hull Bros., Culgary. Messrs. Hayes 
and Mcintosh, Vancouver, and the Douglas 
Lake Catile Co., were also large shippers. 
In all about 220 prime heefers. 

THE SEALING QUESTION- 

Indignation Against the British .-Seal Fisheries 
Bill— It Is Declared to be Tyrannical 
and Outrageous. 

M L<W>nN, May 29. — Government intro- 
duced oill to st. p scaling, Behring Sea, for 
one year." 

The above cable message, addressed to a 
Victoria firm largely interested in the seal- 
%ng industry, una the Washington dispatch 
published in yesterday morning's Colonist, 
were naturally of a character to cuase not a 
little disquiet among eitiz ns who have been 
and are engaged in the sealing industry. It 
was in consequence nothing strange to see 
little knots of individual on Wharf and 
other Btreets talking in a more than ordin- 
arily animated manner, and, believing that 
ho knew the character of their conversations, 
a Colonist representative inquired from 
some of them what it was that was engaging 
their attention. 

Captain Cox replied : "You may be sure 
that there is enough to vex uud annoy 
us, It was upon the distinct underst lad- 
ing, as announced by the British Govern- 
ment, last year, that they would 
proicct us in the pursuance nf the 
lawful t iking of seal thut many Victoria 
vesu-1.1 were overhauled and improved, ami 
that other people invested their all in it. 
They were thorough y satisfied of the legi- 
timiicyof the industry, of which they were 
more thorough y convinced by tlio utter c-d- 
lapso nf Mr. Bl line after all the hacking 
and tilling he had done in order to benefit 
the company wh eh he had chart re l and 
givin the exclusive right to fish in the 
waters of Behring's Sea. The Victoi ia 
seahrs hid every riyhttn conclude thut 
-they would be supported, if necesta y, even 
T5y i ho British fleet, and if the Imperial 
uullii ritits, ns now seems certain, go hack 
on all their professions anil all their claims, 
tho result will he a gross injustice, which 
will be ruinous to our ves-el owners. More- 
over, this bus all been done without th«i 
slightest notice having been given of the in- 
tention of tho British Government to 
co-operate with the United St at* a in pre- 
venting our sealers from going into 
Behring's Sea, which it has been 
admitted by the Washington Government 
is not and cannot be regarded as a close sea. 
To pass such an act ns the one which is 
announced, and the pursuance of the policy 
Indicated is (he greater outrage because of 
the fact that the Victoria sealers have never 
been guilty of what h»s beeu charged, They 
have not visited the teal islands which it 
might possibly bo advisable to protect, for a 
certain length of time, ho as to allow tho 
seals to cotno buck from the quarters to 
which American Healers have driven them. 
Moreover, the expel ienco of our own fi-hor- 
inen is that seul are more plentiful than be- 
fore ; though storms and other causes have 
rendered it more difficult to catch them.

Teasels out of Behring's Sea, hut why they 
should agree with tho United States 
in interfering with us I confesa 
I cannot understand. Tho pro- 
posed act will have the effect of making 
internationally legal the acts of the United 
StateB. For my own part, it seems of but 
littlo use to protest. What good did the 
course of the Newfoundlanders effect? 
What good is there in getting up on excite- 
ment ? It appears now as if wo were going 
back to tho policy of tho American slavery 
system. If the negro in any way protested 
the whip was put on aud administered un- 
til ho was forced to make tho most abject 
surrender. It is not a question of right but 
of might. The American game has been 
one of bluff, and they have succeeded in 
hoodwinking Great Britain into co-operat- 
ing with them in maintaining a principle 
against what sho has all nlong protested. 
Our people have their all invested in their 
schooners. Under present circumstances, a 
scow will be of more value to its owners, 
than a sealing schooner, which cannot 
be employed in any other way and will 
lie us dead stock utterly worthless and 
unremuenrative. On the Eastern coast 
halibut are diminishing, yet there is no 
effort put forth to protect them. They are 
an article of necessity, while sealskins are 
one of luxury. Canada is diminishing her 
salmon supply but yet there is no inter- 
ference. Tho whole thing is nothing short 
of an outrage. There are no less than 
1,500 men employed in the business, and 
a capital of between half a million and a 
million dollars is invested in vessels and 
stores which cannot be disposed of, being 
most of it already on its -way North. 
Staling men are completely stunned with 
this new infliction, and wo really don't 
know what course to follow. We shal 
not, you may be sure, submit without 
protest. Our representative men and those 
who should have stood by us have utterly 
failed to do us the service we expected 
What will they do now? 

Mr. Rithet, while admitting the injury 
done to Victoria sealers, deprecated any 
rash action before anything definite was 
known. 

U.S. Consul Myers did not think that the 
close season would be enforced by both 
governments this year. If so, it would be a 
very gravo hardship. 

Messrs. J. L. Penny and Morris Moss 
were also very strong in their condemnation 
of the course of the British authorities. 

A number of sealers held informul meet- 
ings at the offices of Messrs. Marvin & 
Tilton and of Mr. Robert Ward, yesterday, 
the result being that strong protests against 
tho British bill wero officially sent by Mr. 
Ward and others to Sir Charles Tupper. 
It was Bet forth that a large number of the 
citizens of the province of British Columbia 
have gone to the expense of fitting out ves- 
sels for sealing and sealing alone, under the 
impression that they were entitled to do so, 
it being a lawful occupation, and, as citizenB 
of the British Empire, their rights ought to 
be respected.

A SURPRISE. 

The news that tho British Government 
had introduced a measure to prevent sealing 
in Rehrintt'a Sea for on indefinite and un- 
known space of time hus taken those inter- 
ested in the seal fishery in this province by 
surprise. No one supposed that Lord Salis 
bury's Government contemplated such a 
step. The only conclusion that the British 
sealers could draw from the negotiations be- 
tween Lord Salisbury and Mr. Blaiuo whicli 
tbey were privileged to see was that the 
British authorities held that hunting seuls 
on the high sens in Behring's Sea is for the 
subjects of Queen Victoria a legitimate oe 
cupation, nnd that those who are engaged in 
it are entitled to the protection of Govern 
mcnt. 

Beiug convinced of this from the state 
ments and arguments of the British Premier 
himself, those engaged in tho business of 
sealing in this city and province have at, to 
them, great expense, fitted out their vessels 
and sent them to sea. It is not pleasant for 
these men to hear that a law is in its pas- 
sage through parliament, introduced by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, which, for 
anything they know to the contrary, will 
make their expensive preparations vain and 
cause them very serious loss. 

We cannot think that the Imperial 
Government took this very important step 
without considering the consequences to the 
British Columbia sealers. If it had been as 
well informed as it ought to be, it would 
have known that to forbid the hunting of 
seals in Behring's Sea, without giving due 
and timely notice to tb.030 who had invested 
their means in the seuling business, would 
be disastrous and, perhaps, ruinous to 
honest, and enterprising subjects who had 
placed implicit reliance on tho determina- 
tion of the Imperial authorities in carrying 
on what they had hitherto been led to be- 
lieve was by those authorities considered a 
legitimate business. 

Tho news received by telegraph is not, 
by any means, definite. It is not yet 
known what are the provisions of the Gov- 
ernment's measure, when the law will come 
into operation, and how long it is to be in 
force. It is just possible that it is not in- 
tended to put a stop to seal hunting in 
Behring's Sea this season. The law may 
not come into force until next year, and its 
enactment now may he intended as a notice 
to all whom it may concern. 

We oro the more inclined to believe this, 
because it is not known whether or not the 
representations that have been made re- 
garding the diminished number of seals in 
Behring's Sea are worthy of credit. There 
are men of experience who confidently as- 
sert that the seals are in no danger of ex- 
termination— that there aro as many seals 
in those waters now as ever thero were. Jt is 
stated that tho alarming accounts of the 
scarcity of seals have been manufactured 
for the purpose of having an effect upon the 
market and of influencing tho negotiations 
that are in progress. It would uppear that 
the United States Government does not 
placo implicit credence iu these accounts, for 
an expedition of scientists to Behring's 
Sea, to test their truth, is seriously pro- 
posed, and it is hardly to he expected that 
tho two Governments would agree to a 
measure certain to be followed by serious 
consequences to men of both nations, on 
tho strength of a report, tho accuracy of 
which is fairly open to question. 

Then again, no outsider knows what has 
been going on iu Washington. Only those en- 
gaged in tho negotiations are informed as 
to tho precise stage at which they have 
arrived. Mr. Goschen does not appear 
to have informed Parliament on what un- 
derstanding the bill forbidding sealing has 
been introduced. Is it one of the prelimi- 
naries of an arbitration already agreed 
upon, or is it resorted to as a measure 
to induce tho United States Government 
to comont to arbitration? The wholo mat- 
ter is, indeed, at tho present moment, in- 



vovleci in obscurity. Tho news has come 
upon British Columbians like thunder 
from a clear Bky. What tho precise nature 
of tho new law is and what are likely to bo 
its ultimate results, aro still mutters of 
conjecture But, whatever it may bo like, 
or however long it may bo in operation, 
we cannot bring ourselves to believe tint 
the British Government will do anything 
that will subject British Columbians to 
a loss which they could neither foresee nor 
prevent, without making provision to com- 
pensate them fairly and fully. 

THE GOVERNMENTS MAJORITY. 

Since the division taken on Sir John 
Thompson's motion to give Mr. M. C. Cam- 
eron's bill to repeal the Franchise Act the 
six months' hoist, quite a number of calcul- 
ations have been made to find out what is 
the exact strength of the Government in the 
Houso of Commons. The majority for tho 
Government on tho first vote was twenty- 
seven. This ia a very comfortable majority, 
and quite as large as any party need wish to 
have. The Government papers might, wo 
think, have been quite content with their 
majority on that division, and left to the 
Opposition the somewhat unprofitable tusk 
of counting noses. As it has long been 
deemed a work of supererogation to paint 
the lily or add a perfumo to tho rose, so 
there is nothing to be gained by ndd- 
ing to a majority which is amply 
sufficient for all legitimate party 
purposes. But there are Conservative 
newspapers which did not look at the matter 
in this light, and they have spent some of 
their valuable time in ascertaining the num- 
ber of the Government's supporters in the 
new House. 

Tho Globe is compelled, reluctantly, to 
admit that the Government's majority is 
27, but it does not allow it even one more 
supporter. The Mail at first figured out 
the Government's majority to be 30, but, in 
the succeeding number, cut one off and de- 
clared it to be 29. Tho Montreal Gazette, 
after a good deal of adding and subtract- 
ing, makes the final result 29, also. But 
the Empire, as in duty bound, gives the 
Government the benefit of every doubt and 
brings out 31 as the result of its somewhat 
eluborate calculations. Our readers are, 
therefore, safe in setting down the Govern- 
ment's majority at 29 or 31, as their con- 
sciences or their party partialities may dic- 
tate. 



ABOUT 1' RE AC HERS AND PREACH- 
ING. 

The Rev. Mr. Haweis does not believe 
that tho power of the pulpit is diminishing, 
or that it will ever diminish. The talk 
about books and newspapers and magazines, 
and education generally, taking tho place of 
sermons he denounces us idle. The living 
voice is needed, and tho people will not do 
without it. They will have sermons, and 
they will listen to Ihcm, even if they ate 
amazingly bad. Mr. Hawcis, although a 
clergyman himself nnd a preacher, is by no 
means a mild critic of sermons and ser- 
monizing. Few laymen would have the 
courage to say so many sharp and seveie 
things about the sermons he hears as this 
clever clergyman of the Church of Englund. 
Tho following passage will give the reader 
an idea of tho manner in which he deals 
with the subject. We forgot to say thut 
his very readable and instructive article is 
in the Contemporary Review for May, and 
its title is " Wit in the Pulpit." Insisting 
on tho necessity of preaching of some kind, 
he says : — 

" Preaching is only one form of the sur- 
vival of the fittest. If it could have been 
killed, it would havo been killed by the 
thousands of imbecile sermons preached 
throughout Christendom every Sunday. 
Think of what this divinely appointed 
ordinance has all the year round to contend 
with in England alone. The newly fledged 
B.A. who, with the graceful asturauce 
of youth, explains to you the origin of evil 
in half-an-hour; the blind guide who so 
jauntily refutes his shallow infidel and slays 
liis man of straw; the chartered inquisitor 
who conducts the incorrigible sinner with 
such gusto to his irrevocable doom; the 
beardless Oxonian, in colored stole, with 
his hair parted in the middle and a slight 
but mortified stoop, who asks you to be 
lieve in himself and be saved; the ignorant. 
Boanerges, the inaudible stammerer, the 
tedious Bible thumber, the idiot who could 
not get. sixpence a day in any other profes- 
sion, tho dull and unsympathetic scholar, or 
the fool of the family — what a depressing 
picture gallery ! Yet every one of those 
will have his following ; when the appetite 
is real, anything, it seems, will do to stay 
the craving ; and Livingston's men in tho 
wilds of Africa fell not more ravenously on 
a stray root or a dry bone than do poor 
famished souls on the mouldy hay of dogma 
and the bran mush of empty verbiage which 
is commonly meted out to them in church 
or chapel. Nothing is clearer than this ; 
the pulpit is as much a social and religious 
necessity as ever it was. Its functions may 
vary, its sphere may be extended or 
restricted, but its dominion is unshaken." 

Although Mr. Hawcis takes no pains to 
conceal his contempt for bad preaching, 
and insincere and mere formal preaching, 
he is a linn believer in good preaching and 
an urdent admirer of able preachers, no 
matter to what churches they inuy belong. 
There are no supercilious references to " dis- 
senters" and "nonconformists" in his 
article. On tho contrury, he moro thrin 
once speaks of that gifted nonconformist 
preacher, Mr. Spurgeon, in terms of un- 
qualified admiration. Wesley, Irving, 
Chalmers and Ward Bcecher, too, come in 
for their share of praise. Ho shows that 
ono characteristic of nearly all the great 
preachers is, that thoy possess humor nnd 
uro not afraid to uso it on proper occasions 
in the pulpit. Ho tells the following good 
story of the way in which Mr. Spurgeon 
answered u good man who undertook to 
remonstrate with him for being funny in 
tho pulpit : 

"I wonder, Mr. Spurgeon," Baid ono old 
nnd respectable minister to that incompara- 
ble orutor, " that you allow yourself such 
freedom and discredit your facred culling 
by making so many jokes in tho pulpit," 

"Ah," replied Spurgeon, " you would 



not wonder nt all if you know how many 
more I kept to myself." 

He also quotes the following saying of 
Henry Ward Beecher :— 

" What a blessed, reconciling, all-subju- 
gating power ia humor ! Once make a man 
laugh and he will listen to you and let you 
do what you like with him." Mr. Haweia 
adds, "This I know is quite incomprehen- 
sible to come excellent people." 

Mr. Hawcis draws a striking comparison 
between the talk of some clergymen and 
their preaching. In their conversation 
society and at tho fireside they are nutural, 
cordial and charming ; in tho pulpit their 
nature seems to bo completely changed ; 
they are artificial, cold, unsympathetic; 
even tho tone of ihuir voice 
changed. They express opinions, too, 
which they would not think of giving 
utterance to anywhere else. All this de- 
tracts from their usefulness, and causes the 
ungodly to conclude that they do not be- 
lievo in their own pulpit teachinga. The 
want of naturalness iu preachers Mr. Haweia 
regards as an unpardonable defect. All 
men cannot be witty, but every ono can be 
natural if he will only leave off thinking 
about himself. This is what Mr. Haweis 
saya ou this part of the subject : 

"Yes, the great defect of current preach 
ing especially in the country, is want of life 
and freedom. Men must leave off saying 
things they don't believo to people who 
don't believe them. They must not delude 
themselves with tho notion that ullicra can. 
be interested by what has no interest, per 
has no meaning for them, or made alive by 
what in their mouths is not liviug doctrine, 
but mere dead dogma." 

This Mr. Haweis is, no doubt, u dreadful 
radical, but what he says is nevertheless 
well worth attending to.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

We see that St. Catharines, a quiet little 
town in Ontario, which contributes to the 
general revenue less in a year than Victoria 
does in a single month, has a Post-office 
which cost the Dominion $00,000. While 
this little village, because it is comparative 
ly near the capital and because it was re- 
presented in Parliament by a man who 
knew what he wanted and would not take 
no for an answer, gets a handsome public 
building, sufficient for its needs for a con 
tury to come, Victoria, with five times its 
population and nearly twelve times its rev- 
enue-producing power, because it is distant 
from the seat of government and because 
its representatives are not ulwuys at the 
Minister's elbow to push its claims, is coim 
polled to put up with u mean, shabby struc- 
ture, wholly insufficient for even its present 
needs. Is this fair play? Is this doing 
justice to Victoria ?

Officer Junies Hunter of the provincial 
police force, yesterduy, performed the dis- 
ugreenblo duty of searching the badly de- 
composed body of the man found at the 
Outer wharf, for some clue to his identity. 
The only thing that the pockets contained 
was a pay check of McCoy & O'Brien, con- 
tractors on the N. W. S. R. R., issued in 
Match last, und payable on or about the 
2oih of April. It was signed by J. H. Mc- 
Rae and certified that §'20.u0 was due to 
Richard Armour for nineteen days' work. 
From this paper, it was taken that tho name 
of the deceased wus Richard Armour, 
though how he tame to his death or who he 
was still remains a mystery. The coroner's 
jury considered the case, yesterday morn- 
ing, and returned the very appropriate ver- 
dict, "found drowned." 



The Accident ou the C.P.K. 

The accident which happened, last Tues- 
day, ut the trc-tle crossing a ravine, a short 
distance west of Revelstoke, turns out to be 
a much more serious affair than at first re- 
ported. The train wus composed of an en- 
gine and fifteen freight curs, four loaded 
with cattle und hordes. As soon as the 
engine reached the trestle the structure 
swayed and went down with a terrific 
crash, plunging the engine into the gap, fol- 
lowed by the four cars of stock. A hideous 
scene of destruction followed; the wretched 
animals were piled on top of one another, 
and those not instantly killed kicked, 
plunged, bellowed, neighed and screamed 
in the most agonizing manner. Soon, 
however, the survivors of tho first shock 
ceased lo move, and then it was 
found that all were dead. The trestle 
was only about ten feet high. A close 
examination showed that the underpinning 
was all charred as if the timbers had been 
set alight, allowed to burn some time und 
then extinguished. Foul play is very 
strongly suspected, although no motive for 
such a devilish act can be conjectured. 
The damage to the trestle and track has 
been repaired and traffic resumed on the 
line as usual. The engine is budly smashed 
up, hIic was going at a high rate of speed 
when the accident happened, and there was 
not'even time for the engineer and the fire- 
man to take chances on a leap. The four 
stock cars were reduced to match-wood in- 
stantly. The body of the man Kinney who 
wus riding on the engine has not been found 
yet, but it is thought to be lying under tho 
enormous pile of twisted steel and iron, 
shattered timbers and mangled carcaaes.

PALESTINE FOR THE JEWS- 

Rothschild Proposes a Retnpe for the Perse- 
cuted in tke Holy Land. 

London, May 29,-0 ladstonc's sugges- 
tions toward remedying the persecution of 
Russian Jews Btrohgly disappoint the com- 
munity. His letter on the subject ignores 
the fact that the Rtlsso-Jewisli committee 
bus already taken the exact course be sug- 
gests. At a meeting of Zionists the speak- 
ers declared that facts were known which 
justified tho nction of European govern- 
ments; that a crisis had been reached, and 
time is precious. Lord Rothschild has pre- 
sented a memorial to Lord Salisbury asking 
tho British Government to initiate concerted 
action by the powers to assist wholesalo emi- 
gration of Jews to Palestine. 

The Rothschilds, Goldsmiths and all the 
leading Jews of England concur iu tho 
opinion that tho settlement of the Jews in 
Palestine is the best plan, They aim to 
obtain European recognition of n great wave 
of emigration us necessary to the solution 
of the Jewish problem. Baron Hirsch, 
though having schemes of his own, supports 
the English pluns to operate through diplo 
matic channels. 

Lord Salisbury, leaving tho usunl official 
channels, is reported un writing directly to 
the heads of European governments, com- 
mending to their consideration the Roths- 
child memorials. 

In reuponse to a letter from a member of 
parliament, asking him to join iu claiming 
the Jews in Russia tho rights accorded the 
Mohammedan subjects of the Czar, Glad- 
stone said his personal notion would have 
no wcitrht. He thought tho pressure of 
opinion of the civilized world, based upon 
ascertained facts, would be the best'hiode 
of proceeding. Gladstone expressed a hope 
that the Sultan of Turkey would support 
the Bcheme for settling the Jews in Pales- 
tine. 



THE SEALING QUESTION. 

Synopsis of the Bill Introduced in Parliament 
to Prohibit Seal Humliitr in Behring's 
Sea. 

Londou, May 30.— The Behring's Sea 
bill, introduced into tho House lust evening, 
on behalf of tho Government, by W. H. 
Smith, first lord of the treasury, provides 
that the Queen may, by orders- in-council, 
prohibit British ships from hunting seal in 
the waters of Behring's Sea for a period as 
yet unspecified, which is to be limited by 
such orders. It further provides that while 
such order is in force, no person belonging 
to any British ship shall kill, take, hunt, or 
attempt to kill, take or haut seals in the 
waters of Behring's Sea during the inter- 
dicted period, no British ship, its equipment 
or crew, or any part of its equipment or 
crew, shall be employed in killing, taking 
or hunting, or in any attempt to kill or take 
or hunt seals in such wuters during 
the interdicted period. The bill also 
provides that the persons continuing 
to disregard the provisions of the 
act and all persons aiding and abetting in 
such continuance shall be held guilty of 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction of the 
offence, the ship or ships owned by such 
violators of the law, together with every- 
thing found on board of the vessel or ves- 
sels, shall bo declared forfeited. Ang regu- 
larly commissioned officer of Her Majesty's 
regular forces is, by the bill, clothed with 
full power to stop and examine any British 
vessel found in Behring's Sea during the 
period of interdiction. He may, if, in his 
opinion, a British ship is attempting to 
avoid the provisions of the act,detain her or 
any part of her equipment or crew. Where 
British ships are found in Behring's Sea 
with implements used in fishing or for 
shooting seals, with skins or bodies of seals, 
such vessel shall be taken under 
guard until such time as her mas- 
ter shall hayo proved that he 
was not attempting to contravene 
the provisions of the act. The act, in 
its enforcement, shall apply to the animal 
known as the fur seal, and to any ether 
marine animal which may, by order-in- 
council, be specified in this connection. The 
term Behring Sea shall he constituted to be 
the sea known us Behring Sea and within 
the limits, to be described in the order in- 
council. Equipment will be held to com- 
prise everything belonging to the mechan- 
ism and outfit of a ship, and any regu- 
larly commissioned British officer on full 
pay, any customs officer, or uny other of- 
ficer, has, under tho condition above set 
forth, power to seize and detain ships sub- 
ject to forfeiture and bring them iu for url- 
judication of their cases, before the high 
court of admiralty in England or Ireland, 
or before any court in Her Majesty's do- 
mains. 

Having jurisdiction, these courts shall 
make such orders as they deem fit, and may 
award to the officers bringing ship3 such 
proceeds of the sule of the forfeited vessels 
as they shall see fit. Noofiicers taking ves- 
sels into custody, under provisions of tho 
act, shall be held responsible cither by the 
court or criminal acf.on for Buch seizure or 
detention, even should the ship not be 
brought in for adjudication; or, if brought 
in, is declared not liable for such seizure or 
detention. Should such ground not exist, 
jugde or court may award payment of costs 
or damages to agrioved party, and may 
make the order us may be thought proper. 
Offences under the act are punishable by 
fine or imprisonment, without hard labor. 
It is expected the bill will pass next week, 
after which the Council will fix a period of 
prohibition.

They were on a tour of in- 
spection of the Mijsion branch and the 
Cornwall road, recently leased. Superin- 
tendent Downie said they would run trains 
over the road in about a. week. 



COLUMBIA SALMON A FAILURE. 

The Catch Far Below Last Year— Canaers in 
Dispsir. 

Portland, May 28.— The salmon-packing 
industry on the Columbia river is in a very 
unsatisfactory condition. Fish sold in ad- 
vance are now being delivered at a loss. 
The season is so fat' advanced that puckers 
despair of getting enough iisb to fill tho 
cans on hand. Canneries, on the average, 
have packed 40 to 60 per cent, less than ut 
this dito last year, and some SO percent, 
less. The river has been rising for some 
time, but the expected run of fish lias not 
come, und they are getting more scarce. 
There is a fair possibility that an unusual 
run of fish might enable packers to catch up, 
but many consider this an off year for the 
Columbia river and say the pack will not 
exceed that of 1889. 

Returns from eighteen packing companies 
show that the amount of salmon packed to 
dato is S 1.300 cases, as against 14 11,000 cases 
on June 1 of last your.

MRS. GRlMWOOD'S STORY 01;' THE 
MANIPUK DISASTER. 

The Loiulon Times luia received titiisa Mibs 
Grimwoutl a letter, whiuh arrived on Tues- 
day morning from lier sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Grimuootl. She again asserts that they 
wero kept in ignorance us to the real reason 
ot Mr. Quintun's coming, and details the 
arrangements for the durbar. When the 
• Juhrnj still pleaded ill-health and would not 
come, " the Chief decided that Frank had 
hotter go and see the Jubroj, tell hint of the 
decision of the Government, and try and 
persuade him to li-t-.n quietly and act in 
accordance. So Frank went, and stayed 
two or three hours telling him and trying to 
persuade him to g», but he said he would 
not, und the Maharajah refused to give bin) 
up. Frank then told him that the Sep iys 
would be sent to get him. However, he 
would not gis-e in, so Frank returned Abuut 
seven in the evening and told the Chief. A 
council of war was then held, and the plan 
of attack for the next day was made. I 
think we all felt gloomy that night. We 
all dined together and tried to make things 
as jolly as we could, but did not succeed 
very well, anil all went to bed early. At 
three o'clock on the morning of the 14th we 
all got up. A young fellow called Hracken- 
■bury led the attack oti the palace of the 
Jubraj. Then tlio fight began. I was in 
the telegraph ofiice sending off a telegram, 
when u budet came through the window 
and struck the floor about two inches from 
where I was standing. I then ran out and 
tonk up a position with the Chief below the 
office, which was made of brick, and so was 
shot-proof. LSullets were raining over our 
headd. I have kept several that I picked 
up. Meanwhile the fight in the palnce was 
going on. Poor Lieutenant Brackenbury 
went the wrong road, and lire was opened 
upon him from three sides. He fell in the 
first volley, shot through the ankle. He 
luy where he fell, exposed to the enemy's 
fire, and they made the moat of it, and fired 
volleys into him. You can picture to your- 
self what that means. Once all that morn- 
ing I saw Frank. He came to get out some 
more ammunition, our Sepoys were running 
short, and that was about eleven. At 
twelve or one o'clock some of the oflicers 
and Frank cumo back for something to eat. 
I was cutting sandwiches for the others 
who could not leave their posts, when a 
bullet crashed through the window over my 
head. They were attacking us, and were 
all round the hou e, so that the roomB were 
unsafe. The odds against us were enor- 
mous ; Frank put their numbers down as 
close upon 8 000 ; we had 450 all told. 
We managed to drive them olF the house 
and divided our forces, half for the Resi- 
dency, while half remained to continue the 
attack on the palace. Meanwhile all the 
officers went back to t heir posts and Frank. 
The ammunition meanwhile was getting to 
an end, and it was found that all our forces 
would be needed on the Residency, so word 
was 1 sent ti call them in. The Manipuris 
got possession of the wall in front of the 
house and brought out there four big guns, 
and c mmencad shelling the house. 1 think 
the horror of those hours will last to the end 
of my life. Sheds bursting in the rooms 
overhead; for by this time we were all in the 
cellars— that is, Frank, myself, the Chief, 
the Colonel and two civilians on the Chiefs 
Btaff. The rest were trying to recover the 
woundul from all directions. Heavy fire 
went on for four hour*, and at seven o'clock 
the Colonel and the Chief decided that terms 
must be made to save us ut all, us we had 
hardly any ammunition lefc. TV buglers 
were sent to sound the " Cease fire," hut 
for some time the firing continued. It 
stopped at lost, und the Chiof sent one of 
die officers out with a lettpr asking for 
terms. The Jul: raj sent h.ick to say that if 
the Chief would come out to the gate that 
he would come too, and see what could be 
done. So the Chief, the Colonel, Frank, 
the Secret try und Assistant-Commissioner 
and one officer all went out. This was about 
8:30 in the evening, and we had eaten notti- 
' ing all day. 

" The wounded wero then all brought to 
the Residency, and one of the cellars turned 
into a hospital. I pray that I may never 
see such a sight again. There were crowds 
of them, some dying. Poor Mr. Bracken- 
bury was the first, shot all over, both legs 
broken, both arms, bu lets in him all over 
the place ; and yet, poor lad, he was alive 
and perfectly conscious the whole time, und 
in awful agony. I did what I could to help, 
but it seemed almost impossible to do any- 
thing. In one corner was a poor follow with 
his brain shot out on the top of his head, 
and yet alive; another with his forehead 
gone, and many others worss Luckily, I 
am rather strong-minded, and so I was able 
to help in bathing some of the wounds and 
bandugmg them up. After this I went to 
get everyone something to eat, und we had 
a sort of scratch dinner. Then I went 
round tlio house. I can't tell you what I 
felt. All our pretty things broken, the 
roofs and walls riddled with bullets, and 
shells hurst in all of them. It was a dread 
ful Bight to me, and I lelt it and returned to 
tho hospital. Meanwhile, about two hours 
had gone, and 1 was getting anxious about 
Frank, so went out in the grounds to try 
and Bee if I could see anything of them. I 
didn't bee them, so I went back to the vcr 
anduli und asked one of the officers to go 
outside the gate und look for him, and I sat 
down, u'terly wearied out, and was dozing 
olf in a chair on the verandah, when sud- 
denly, to my horror, the firing begun again. 
At first I thought they had killed Frank 
and the others, hut u bugler cumo rushing 
in and told us they had taken them prison 
era, as they would not liiten to the shame 
ful terms proposed— which were that we 
were to give up our arms. I fled down to 
the cellar again where tho wounded were, 
The firing was something awful, and the 
shells bursting in every direction. I got 
hurt in my arm ; it bled a lot, but was 
serious. After another two hours wo de- 
cided we mu-t mtreat, as the house was 
danger of catching fire. The wounded were 
got out as quickly us possible; three had 
died meanwhile. Poor Mr. Brackenbury 
was dying, bur we hud to move him, and 
the moving killed him. They brought him 
buck und put him in tho cellar again, but it 
made one's heart ache. I covered him up 
and then It ft him, and joined the othcis 
outside. We then moved off. 1 dodged 
two shells by running behind a tree. Wo 
went out at the back of the house, and had 
to cross lir»t a hedge of thoins, then a high 
mud wall, then a river, before we could 
reach the road. I hadn't even a hat, and 
only very thin house shoes on. One of 
these dropped off in tho river, where I also 
got wot up to tho shoulders. We wero .fired 
at all the way. I lay down in a ditch about 
twenty times that night while they were 
firing, to try and escape bullets. We left 
tho Residency at 2 a.m. and marched ull the 
next day and tho next night. We hud to 
go through the jungles, us they were lying 
in wuit for us all over the place, and march- 
ed at least thirty miles with no food ; that 
was tho 25th, On the morning of the 2lith 
we struck the Cnehar road, hoping to meet 
two hundred men which wo knew were on 
their way up tc relievo the guard. Wo had 
oaten nothing sinco tho morning of tho 24th 
oxcopt a few inoitthfuls of so-called dinner, 
snatched as best wo could. Wo had to eat 
grans and leaves, hut I was too dono up to 
cure much. My feet wero cut to hits, and 
my arm wouldn't stop bleeding, and I was 



perished with cold, having got so wet in 
crossing the river. Wo went on down the 
road and cume upon a stockade on the road, 
where there were crowds of the enemy. 
This we had to rush by, and I sprained my 
ankle und gave myself up for lost : but I got 
over somehow, and then wo saw somo men 
running up the hill below us. Some said 
they were Manipuris and some "aid Uoork- 
hus, and for some time we did not know, 
but for tho first, time fate favored us. They 
turned out to be the men from Cachar, an J 
we were saved, but not one moment too 
soon. I think that was the worst moment 
of all, and and I felt as though I must break 
down ; but food and some brandy brought 
me to my senses, und 1 wus ull right. Wo 
had still eight days' march before us to got 
to British territory, hut though we have 
been fired on all tho way it has been an easy 
time compared with all we went through 
before ; and yesterday we reached British 
territory, and I took off my clothes for the 
first time for ten days last night."

CANADIAN NEWS. 



A New I'nnnOliiii Peer. 

Montrkal, May 30. — Sir Ueorgs Stephen 
has been created a peer by Her Majesty. 
This is the first instance of a peerage hav- 
ing been conferred on a Canadian by tho 
British Government. Sir George Stephen 
was born in Scotland, between fifty and six- 
ty years ago, and came nut to his uncle, 
William Stephen, of the well-known Mon- 
treal dry goods house of William Stephen & 
Co., for whom bo acted as buyer in England 
and on the Continent, and was otherwise 
very prominent in connection with thai in. 
fluential house. On his uncle's death, Mr. 
Stephen associated with himself Mr. An- 
Irew Robertson in the establishment of the 
linn of Rnht-rt-on, Stephen tc Co., ultimate- 
ly disposing of his intei est to his partner. 
Be became largely interest' d in tho Bank 
of Montreal, of which ho was e'ooted 
president with Mr. R. 15. Angus, vice-presi- 
dent. Mr. Stephen and Mr. Angus having 
secured control of the St Paul, Minneapolis 
and Manitoba R. R. became respectively 
president and vice-president of that load, 
assuming similar posit ons when the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway company was f irmed, 
and on arc unt of his prominent connection 
with which he has doubtless been honored. 
It is not corn et to Ktate, as h >S been done, 
that Mr. Sleplion is the only Canadian peer, 
Inasmuch the Ii..ron do Longm nil— Charles 
Colmar Grant— holds a patent of nobility, 
signed by Louis XIV., which, though not 
officially recognized by Great Britain until 
December, 18S0, has always been held by 
assumption of right.

Halifax, N.S., May 30.— War burton 
was yesterday elected to represent, the fiist 
district of Queen's county in the Prince 
Edward Island Assembly. His opponent 
was McNeill, mid his majority 200. 

Chief Justice Morion'* Illness. 

Montrkal, May 30,— Sir A. A. Dorion's 
condition was much improved this morning, 



much stronger at the party clubs than in 
the House. Tories are now calling perem 
torily for tho abandonment of tho Educa- 
tional bill. It is, in their eyes, a Radical 
measure, which has been forced upon 
Lord Salisbury by Mr. Goschen and M 
Chamberlain, which has failed entiioly iu 
l ho matter of purchasing votes, und which 
the Conservative Government would do well 
to throw back again into the Radical reposi 
tory as soon as possible. Once more Mr, 
Goschen, after a brief space of geneial popu- 
larity, is in danger of becoming tho most 
abused member of the Government in all 
places whero Conservatives congregate. A 
wealthy peer, who has bom one of the 
financial mainstays of the Conservatives of 
recent years, said last night that he trusted 
that a general election would come off and 
tho Governim nt be defeated, as he would 
much prefer supporting an honest Conner 
fctve opposition of 20 men to seeing a Con 
servative majority in parliament merely 
carrying out the " dictates of Birmingham." 
par.vell's discomfiture. 
In Ireland, the signs of Mr. Parnell's dis 
comtituro are growing more and more 
visible every day. The National League is 
almost dead; its funds are about exhausted, 
and no money comes in to replenish the 
treasury. On the other hand, not only havo 
the McCurthyites, or as it is called iu Ire- 
land, the Home Rule party, the fixed organ- 
ization of the priests on their side, hut 
federation is growing and expanding, und 
its power is spreading throughout tho 
whole country. 

NEWFOUNDLANDS OIUKVANCE. 

Tho Newfoundlanders have won a victory 
that can hardly fail, to be grutifying to the 
colonists. For this they have chiefly to 
thank their own firmness, and partly, 
alao, tho stubborn oppposition of 
the French to the British policy 
in Egypt, which has at length begun to ex- 
cite the bile of tho phlegmatic Briion. The 
insult to the Biitisn flag on the Queen's 
birthday capped the climax as evidenco that 
the Newfoundlanders meant defiance, and 
it would have involved the cettain downfull 
of the Government. Lord Salisbury used 
he Bi itish army und navy to, coerce the 
British colony iu suppoit of the obnoxious 
French.
